Fierce Encounter with Harbour! |

A petty-officer namod William Daniols

He had been ashore on leave, and At

the boat was pushed off, the men auddenly 

» dropped their oary and began to rob him, 
‘They were both armod with long knives, 
which they threatened to bury in his body 
if he attempted resistence. 

‘So fora while Daniels kept quiot, waiting 
‘tor bis chanoe, It came when the men 
had got all his money, and were for a 
moment intent on their plunder. , 

Daniels then. sprang up, knocked one man 
over, and’ grappled with the other, He 
clutched at the Greek’s knife, but was only | 
able to oatch hold of the blade, which, 
though it out deop into his Angers, ho 

grippled firmly, In s few moments, how 
over, the other man had- rognined his feet, 
cand joined in tho affrey. 

A desperate struggle ensued, during 
which Daniels miraculously esoaped the 
murderous thrusta of ‘the pirates. Evon- 
tually they hold him. head downwards and 
tried to dash his braina out, but he adroitly 
contrived to receive the blows on his back 
and shoulders, Thinking he was eithor 
dead of dying, the men at last cast him out 
of the boat,
